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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/2/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The limitation of a "model computing means for calculating an actual 
current value of a current active substance concentration in a patient's body on the 
basis of a patient model by utilizing former values of the active substance previously 
supplied" is not enabled because the specification does not disclose how the patient 
model is calculated. The specification merely states a "predicting algorithm" but does 
not provide enough matter for one skilled in the art to make or use the invention. The 
specification must provide how the model computing means based on a patient model 
operates since the recited limitation is the essential patentable subject matter of the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 9-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Claim 9 recites the limitation of an anesthetic controller 
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comprising a model computing means for calculating an actual current value of a 
current active substance concentration in a patients body on the basis of a patient 
model by utilizing former values of the active substance previously supplied. However, 
the specification fails to provide any information on how the model computing means 
calculates the actual current value, i.e., the applicant has failed to provide any formulas 
and/or algorithms that would enable the "model computing means". Therefore, one of 
skilled in the art would not know how to make and/or use the invention as recited.
